U.S. Living Costs 


Unchanged In August 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Living 
costs leveled off in August after 
rising steadily but 
slowly since 
January, the Labor Department 
reported today. 
The consumer price index com­ 
piled by the department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics was unchanged 
last month at 126.6. This meant 
prices were 26.6 per cent higher 
than the average for 1947-49, the 
base years for the index. 
The leveling off in prices was 
not unexpected. August price tags 
often show a small drop but sel­ 
dom rise on the average. 
Ewan Clague, commissioner of

There's no harm in this, either, 
u nless it encou rages the Commu ­ 
nist dictators to think America is 
really weak and lacks the cou rage 
to fight. 
T hat's what cau sed World War 
II — a miscalcu lation as to the 
firmness and cou rage of the Al­ 
lies.
